FUNERAL WAS HELD SUNDAY

A, W. Mulhollan, a prominent and
highly respected cltizen of Rathmel,
who wns well known In Jefferson coun-
ty, died at his home at H20 a. m
Wednesday, Aprli 14, 1000, from a
gomplication of diseases,
having kidney and heart trouble for |
somerime, but was not serlouely 11
untll March 16th, and from that time
his sulfering was Intensa at times and
three weeks he could not lle down
in bed, yet during 1t all ho was a very
patient and  oocomplaining  sufferer.
While It was known that he was eritie-
ly 11, yot when the silken thresd
was broken and his spirit took its
fiight to the Elernal Land It was a
pevere shock to his loved ones. Mr.
Mulbollan had pever united with any
ohurdh but he talked ealmly of depart-
'lﬁ-g this Hfe and left his wile the assur-
anoo that he was ready to depart and
that he was trusting in the Savior.
For n number of years Mr. Mulhoilan
was B regular sttendant aod liberal
supporter of the Proshyterinn church.
Ho was & kiod, tender hearted, gonial
gentlomun and & host of friends learned
vith sorrow of his death,

August 5, 1844, in Boggs township,
Contra Co., Pu., and was in his G0th
year st time of death. He remalned
pn his father's farm until 15 years old,
galsting In the cultivation of the
glags in the summer time and
attondlng school durlng the winter
on. He attended the BEdinboro
Blate Normal school two terms and
tage of seventeen yewrs began teach-
ng sohool at Coal Hill, Clearfield
bounty. He graduated with the cluss
of 1871 In BEdloboro Normal. Alflter
that he was eleeted principal of the
Pungsutawney public schools, where
e continued three terms. He also
tauzht gohool (n Clearfield, MiMin and
other places, and then wont to Fayette
Jo., W. Va, where hoe bacame ac-
quainted with Miss Mary A. Brown,
%0 whom he was wodded at Pottayille,
Pa., September 11, 1878, who survives
him. Haylug no children of their own
hey took into their home, ss their
pwn, Willlam E. aod Clara London,
sphow and nlece, whose mother died
when they were quite young. Clara
flled several yoears ago.
The first year of tholr marridd life
r. and Mra, Mulhollan spent at home
of the former's parents, Mr. and Mrs,
Jobn I, Mulhollan, at Prospect, and
then went to Coentreville, Elk Co.,
where Mr. Mulhollan was principal of
the pubiic schools three years, In 1882
e moved to Rathmel and engaged in
s mercantile business. [n the fall
of 1800 he was elected as one of the
pmutigsioners ol Jefferson county and
gnoved to Brookville, whera ho resided
pur years and then returned to Rath-
mel and purchased the Henry Bros,
» and continued as & merchant in
town until 1902, when he retired
om that line of business and devoted
time to lumbering and farming.
